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News from your President 


Dear Members: 

I am back at the helm again 
after a refreshing 7 week 
holiday and although I felt 
reluctant to come back to 
Perth, once here it did not 
take me very long to get in 
my regular stride and the 
holiday seems long gone. 

Our Annual General 
Meeting was held on Sunday 
the 18th of September and for those members that 
could not attend the AGM, you will find lots of 
information and reports on pages 9, 10 and 11 of this 
magazine. 

I think we managed to get the message through to the 
members that the aging membership is a big concern 
and that the present committee will not be here forever. 
That unless we get more of the recent Dutch migrants 
and expats interested in Neerlandia, as well as greater 
involvement of the present members, Neerlandia could 
be in trouble in a few years time. 

During General Business many worthwhile suggestions 
were offered, but as Barry Parker pointed out very 
forcefully, ideas and suggestions are not enough, as 
many of the present Committee members are working 
to capacity and cannot take on a greater workload 
without running the risk of burning out. 

What is needed, he added, is more people on or 
assisting the Committee, people who are willing to do 
the hard work and are willing to take responsibility for 
some of these suggestions. 

Moving of the Billiard Table: 

The moving of the Billiard table to the main hall was 
essentially done to free up the lounge. 

Instead of 35 people, we can now accommodate up the 
50 people in there. Since the move we already have had 
two successful functions that needed this extra space. 

I would like to thank the Committee and the members of 
the “Jeugd van Vroeger” for their understanding and we 
will fully co-operate with them to make this work. 
Anonymous letters: 

A few years ago I wrote in this column that anonymous 
letters that are received will not be tabled at the 
Committee Meetings and they will get the treatment 
they deserve: “They will be discarded in the rubbish 
bin ”.

President’s Report 2010 - 2011

Just having ideas and no time to run with those ideas or 
to bring them to fruition is not what was required. As a 
result Max van Lieshout and Vicente Roosendaal did 
resign during the year. 

However, we did gain one new Committee Member, 
Henk Hanemaaijer, who was appointed by us until this

Our magazine is already on our website in full colour 
and E-mails are being used to contact younger people to 
inform them of our events. 

Computer Training is done on members own laptops 
these days but the demand is falling off. 

Social Events. A new initiative was the introduction of 
the Melbourne Cup Lunch, which was a huge success. 
The “End of the Month Drinks”, aimed at the more 
recently arrived Dutch families, is doing very nicely. 

The idea to open the clubhouse lounge on Friday 
mornings for Coffee and Snacks was tried but 
discontinued due to lack of interest. A special thanks-you 
to the ladies that tried so hard to make it work. 

Successful functions held during the year besides those 
already mentioned were: Sunday Brunches, DVD 
Afternoons, Mother’s Day Brunch, Koninginne Dag, a 
Craft & Flea Market, Saint Nicholas Brunch, Saint 
Nicholas for the Children, Christmas Carols, the New 
Year’s Celebration and the Sunday Card Drives. 

Private Members Parties and Wakes are good business, 
but they require a lot of work and energy to be put in by 
only a few people. 

Due to lack of support we had to cancel a couple of 
events during the year and we will most likely cut down 
on general Brunches next year. 

But we will strive to come up with new ideas and 
initiatives in order to attract our own as well as younger 
members to our functions. 

Our annual Christmas Dinner to reward our hard¬ 
working Volunteers was held at a private Restaurant to 
ensure that all our Volunteers would have a good night 
out without having to assist with serving food or washing 


up afterwards. 

Every Friday you will find several Committee Members 
busy setting up the hall for weekend functions, carrying 
out preventative maintenance work as well as 
improvements to our Clubhouse in order to keep it in 
prime condition. 

For this a very big thank-you to those Committee 
members, who do turn up on Fridays and put in the many 
hours required. 

During the year we did make substantial improvements 
to the facilities at our club. Some of the more important 
ones were: 

The upgrading of the Lounge has continued to 
make it more attractive looking. 

Dutch Aged Care needed to employ more staff and 
needed more Office Space. A second office for 
DACWA was built upstairs. The Neerlandia Office 
was reduced in size by a small margin to make that 
possible. We contributed about $1100.00 towards 
that work. This outlay will be recouped within 12 
month due to the increased rent we receive. 

The 6 burner gas stove and the micro wave oven 
were replaced in the kitchen and a new hot water 
urn was also purchased. The Dishwasher and Glass 
Washer were repaired once again and are still 
going. 

Energy efficient globes were installed where 
possible to reduce the cost of electricity. 

A new computer was purchased for the Neerlandia 
Office which replaced the 10 year old one. 

The retaining wall outside the DACWA office was 
made higher to prevent minor flooding of the 
building. 

15 new polypropylene trestle tables were 
purchased and 23 new table tops were obtained for 
all the tables in the main hall. This will do away 
with the clumsy table inserts used for functions 
and possibly the old wooden trestle tables. 

Your Committee will continue to make further 
improvements for the benefit of our members and the 
following project will need to receive some attention in 
the near future: 

Replacement of the electrical switchboard in the 
parking area. 

Replacement of other aging Kitchen Equipment. 
Ongoing improvements to the Lounge, the 
Entrance Hall and the BBQ area to make it even 
more attractive. 

Earlier in my report I did thank the Neerlandia 
Committee Members, but now I would like to thank a 
few others.

I would like to thank him for the valuable contributions 
he has made while in office. 

I must also thank the spouses of the Committee 
Members and Volunteers. They gave their partners time 
to carry out their duties. And this of course includes my 
own wife Joke, whom I thank for her support, assistance 
and understanding. 

I did single out a few names because I thought it was 
important, but by doing so, some people may feel left 
out. Let me assure you, even if your name has not been 
mentioned, you are just as much appreciated. 

Finally I would like to finish on a more serious note. 

It is my honest opinion Neerlandia is at the crossroads. 
During the last couple of years this committee has tried 
to attract younger immigrants and expats into our 
clubhouse and I feel the results have been a little 
disappointing. 

Our foundation members, who arrived in the 1950’s are 
fast diminishing in numbers and those of us that are still 
around and capable, are fast running out of time. All the 
associated clubs are either diminishing in numbers and 
some have folded altogether. 

After today’s election of Office Bearers, we will still 
have unfilled vacancies on our committee and we 
already have had advance notice that in 12 month time 
Neerlandia is very likely to lose its President, its 
Secretary and its Treasurer. 

That is a situation and it is critical that we fill these 
vacancies on our Committee. But we need to fill them, 
not with seat warmers, but with capable, energetic 
people, or those that have or can obtain the skills to fill 
those executive positions. If we cannot do that, 
Neerlandia could be in serious trouble in 12 month time. 
This is your club and it is the responsibility of every one 
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of you to give this situation some serious thoughts. 

On this serious note I would like to conclude by thanking 
you all for the trust you have placed in me.

Treasurer's Report: 

Ladies and gentlemen, 

I am pleased to present to you the annual accounts for the 
financial period July 2010 to June 2011. 

It needs to be noted that our fully computerized MYOB 
system provides us with information that was unavailable 
before. Stocks and cost control, transfers of stock 
between bar, shop and kitchen have now been made 
possible at accurate values. These improvements have 
resulted in sales to members at the lowest possible 
margins and competitive prices. 

This year's trading account reflects the transfers of stock 
between bar, bottle sales, shop and promotion expenses. 
Previously these items were based on estimates. 

However these transfers are now reflecting accurate cost 
figures based on last recorded purchase prices. This 
change is evident when comparing this year's with last 
year's net result of Bar, Bottle Sales, Shop and Functions. 
Our largest expense item is the production of the 
magazine, which is our main medium of communication 
with our members. While it is important to maintain the 
quality of presentation, the costs of printing and mailing, 
although tightly controlled, have continued to increase. 
We must therefore promote advertising and sponsorship 
of the magazine to offset the overhead of production. 
Shop and bottle sales turnovers have been influenced by 
the decrease of attendance at weekly gatherings and 
number of functions. Private parties have been 
financially successful, but have not resulted in more shop 
sales. 

The rise of general utility costs such as power, gas, 
council rates and taxes are generally beyond our control. 
Membership of Neerlandia has been stable although 
some members were lost due to aging or passing away. 
On the other hand a new group of members joined due to 
the end of the month gatherings initiative. This group of 
people with different interests will be important in order 
for the club to survive. 

We finished this year with a small loss of $5406, partly 
due to some changes to the lounge area and other parts of 
the club premises. However, our financial position 
remains stable as cash inflows and outflows evened out. 
In closing I would like to thank my fellow committee 
member and assistant treasurer Henri Koldenhoven for 
the help and support he provided during the year. 

May I recommend these accounts for your acceptance. 
Thanking you.

HILVERSUM:

Flag and Coat of Arms 


Hilversum is a municipality and a town in the province of North Holland in 
the Netherlands, located in the region called M, t Gooi”. 

It lies some 30 km south-east of Amsterdam and 20 km north of Utrecht. 

The town is often called "media city" since it is the principal centre for radio and 
television broadcasting in the Netherlands. Radio Netherlands, heard worldwide via 
shortwave radio since the 1920’s, is based here. 


HISTORY: 

Earthenware found in Hilversum show that the area has been inhabited since at least the early - to mid-Bronze Age, 
or 800 -1200 BCE. Artefacts from this prehistoric civilization bear similarities to the Wessex Culture of southern 
Britain and may indicate that the first Hilversum residents emigrated from that area. The first brick settlements 
formed around 900, but it was not until 1305 that the first official mention of Hilversum ("Hilfersheem" from 
"Hilvertshem" meaning "houses between the hills") is found. At that point it was a part of Naarden, the oldest town 
in the Gooi area. 

INDEPENDENT STATUS: 

Farming, raising sheep and some wool manufacturing were the means of life for the “Gooi” in the Middle Ages. In 
1424, on March 21 at 6:30 AM (The hour at which people got up, as the farm was full of loud and restless animals) 
Hilversum received its first official independent status. This made 
possible further growth in the village because permission from Naarden 
was no longer needed for new industrial development. The town grew 
further in the 17th century when the Dutch economy as a whole entered 
its age of prosperity, and several canals were built connecting it 
indirectly to Amsterdam. 

TEXTILE INDUSTRY: 

In 1725 and 1766 large fires destroyed most of the town, levelling parts 
of the old townhouse and the church next to it. The town overcame 
these setbacks and the textile industry continued to develop, among 
other ways by devising a way to weave cows' hair. In the 19th century a 
substantial textile and tapestry industry emerged, aided by a railway 
link to Amsterdam in 1874. From that time the town grew quickly with rich commuters from Amsterdam moving in, 
building themselves large villas in the wooded surroundings and gradually starting to live in Hilversum 
permanently. Despite this growth, Hilversum was never granted city rights so it is still referred to by many locals as 
"het dorp," or "the village." 

For the 1928 Summer Olympics in neighbouring Amsterdam, Hilversum hosted all of the non-jumping 
equestrian events and the running part of the modern pentathlon event. 

RADIO HILVERSUM: 

The Nederlandse Seintoestellen Fabriek (NSF) company established a professional transmitter and radio factory in 
Hilversum in the early 1920s, growing into the largest of its kind in the Netherlands and in 1948 being taken over 

by Philips. By then the textile industry had started its decline; only one 
factory, Veneta, managed to continue into the 1960s, when it also had to 
close its doors. Another major industry, the chemical factory IFF, also closed 
by the end of the 1960s. In the meantime, almost all Dutch radio broadcasting 
organizations (followed by television broadcasters in the 1950s) established 
their headquarters in Hilversum and provided a source of continuing 
economic growth. The concentration of broadcasters in Hilversum has given 
it its enduring status as the media city for The Netherlands. 

NOS-Netherlands Broadcasting Foundation: 

The programmes from the NOS derive from the Dutch Media Act 2008, 
which stipulates that the NOS makes regular and frequent programming of a 
public service nature. The Media Decree specifies the type of programming, 
which includes daily news reports, parliamentary coverage, sports coverage and national holidays. 

The NOS also acts as a co-ordinator for the Dutch public broadcasting system as a whole. In the event of 
emergencies an/or breaking a major news story, it assumes control of the public networks and co-operates with the 
other members of the system to provide the coverage.

TOWN IMPROVEMENTS: 

The town of Hilversum has put a great deal of effort into improvements, including a recent 
renovation to its central train station, thorough renovation of the main shopping centre 
(Hilvertshof), and development of new dining and retail districts downtown including the 
"vintage" district in the Leeuwenstraat. Several notable architectural accomplishments include 
the Institute for Sound and Vision and the largest man-made wildlife crossing in the world, 
Zanderij Crailoo. (photo left) 



In 1964, the population reached a record high - over 103,000 people called Hilversum home. The current population 
hovers around 84,000. Several factors figure into the decline: one is the fact that the average family nowadays con¬ 
sists of fewer people, so fewer people live in each house; second, the town is virtually unable to expand because all 
the surrounding lands were sold to the Gooisch Natuurreservaat by city architect W.M. Dudok. 


Hilversum was one of the first towns to have a local party of the populist movement 
called “Leefbaar” (liveable). Founded by former social-democrat party strongman Jan Nagel, it was 
initially held at bay for alderman positions. In 2001, Nagel from 'Leefbaar Hilversum' teamed up with 
'Leefbaar Utrecht' leaders to found a national 'Leefbaar Nederland' party. By strange coincidence, in 
2002 the most vocal and controversial Dutch 'Leefbaar Rotterdam' politician Pirn Fortuyn was shot 
and killed by an animal rights activist at Hilversum Media Park just after finishing a radio interview. 

This happened, however, after a break between Fortuyn and Nagel during a Leefbaar Nederland board 
meeting in Hilversum on Fortuyn's anti-Islamic viewpoints. Pi m p 0 rtuyn 



SOUND AND VISION: 



Institute Sound and Vision 


The Sound and Vision building is unique in the world. Its coloured glass panel out¬ 
side with movie screen shots embedded is an ever changing colourful reflection. 

In the building you realize the size is twice as big, due to the deep 5 stories basement 
archives of the Dutch media. 

The Experience part offers a great daytrip activity in both sound and vision. There are 
many interactive things you can participate in or just explore your own media prefer¬ 
ences. During your visit you can add personal favourites, which will be archived for 
you and you will be notified by email where to find these. 

There are also special activities for small children. 


TOWN HALL: 



In 1928 W.M. Dudok was appointed municipal architect of Hilversum. Until then he had designed several buildings 
and objects for Hilversum in his function of director of Municipal Works. The 
town hall would become his masterpiece, and had been designed by him up to 
the smallest details, including the furniture and even a chairman's hammer. From 
1915 until 1922 several designs were made, of which the final one was finished 
in 1924. Construction however didn't start until 1927, after several years of un¬ 
certainty over whether it would ever be build at all. Dudok finally was given the 
green light because fellow architects had been pressuring the Hilversum City 
Council. 

The building still has its original function, but a part of it houses the Dudok Cen¬ 
tre, which has an exhibition of the man's work.

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From Republic to a Kingdom (Part 4) 


From Republic to a Kingdom. (Part 4 of 5) 

The outcome of the National Meeting was to nominate a 
commission of twenty two members on the 13th of April 
1796, who were charged to produce a new Rule of State. 
And that they did, on the 10th of November they had put 
together a heavy tome containing eight hundred articles. 
The main points were as follows: 

1. The general internal and external policies of the Batavian 
Republic would be centralized. 

2. There would be one central power being incorporated in 
two Chambers who's members would be chosen by 
members of the sub-divisions of the 126 voting districts. 

3. The appointed seven persons, mostly called 'Executive 
Power', who were separate from the Law Making Power. 

4. The debt obligations of each Province would be 
consolidated into one national debt, but each province 
would be individually assessed on its ability to pay the cost 
and taxed as such. 

Most of these rules were rejected and it was now necessary 
to try again for a compromise. So on the 1st of September 
the erstwhile National Meeting convened again. But while 
all this was going on, the Republic was still at war with 
England. This caused enormous damage to the economy, 
estimated to amount to one hundred and twenty million 
guilders. 

Again, the meeting members were so divided, that the 
politician Midderich, as the President of the Meeting, 
together with General Daendels, approached the French 
Ambassador de la Croix and General Joubert to make an 
end to this turmoil. A plan was drawn up, the Meeting 
convened again, then the doors were locked and an 
standby army unit called in to arrest all dissenters. 
Replacements were chosen and a new commission of 
seven persons nominated to draw up a Constitution for the 
new state, 'The Batavian Republic'. The final outcome was 
that on the whole, the French model of 1795 was adopted. 

Napoleon, being appointed by the Directoire as 
Commander of all French forces moved to Egypt in 1798 
in order to attack the English holdings. 

Russia, Turkey and Austria now combined with England 
against France. General Brune, who was commander of the 
French forces in Holland, detached 5000 men to Zeeland 
and ordered General Daendels to reinforce the coastline 
between The Hague and Den Helder with his 10000 
Batavian Republics troops. Russian and English troops 
combined and with 40000 men they invaded on the 22nd 
August 1799, close to Den Helder. Orange flags were hung 
out where the invaders appeared. The Republics twelve 
battleships were anchored in Texel and ready to fight, but 
when Admiral Samuel Story saw the English fleet carrying 
Orange flags, he ordered his captains aboard is flagship. 
While the captains had left their ships, the crews rebelled 
and the Dutch fleet was easily overcome by the English. 
The French rallied however and finally defeated the 
invading Orange friendly forces near Castricum on the 6th 
of October. The Prince of Orange could stay a few days in 
Alkmaar, but had to leave quickly when the French were 
victorious. 

After a few years, a peace treaty on the 27th March 1802 
between France and England was signed in Amiens. To the 
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Republic's joy, all Dutch possessions taken earlier on, were 
returned to the Republic, except Ceylon. However in 1803 
Napoleon declared war on England with the result that 
England once again took all the Dutch overseas possessions 
and to make it worse, captured the heavily laden merchant 
vessels, returning from the Indies, who did not know that the 
fifth English war had started. 

The political situation in Holland was rather unstable, 
demands on the Dutch were becoming unbearable and the 
economy was close to collapsing. A new demand from 
Napoleon was handed to the Dutch Ambassador in Paris, 
that either they invite his brother Louis to become their king, 
or the Batavian Republic would be incorporated in the State 
of France. Not much of a choice, so Louis, the youngest 
brother of Napoleon, was now elevated to King of Holland. 
But before he left, Napoleon fare welled him with 'Never 
stop being a Frenchman'. Louis answered 'I shall reign in 
Holland, because Your Majesty orders it'. 

It did not take long that the new King Louis, who was a 
cripple, did everything possible to please the Dutch and help 
solving their many problems. 

To get the army and navy into shape again, a national draft 
was ordered by Napoleon but ignored by Louis. Also a 
general prohibition was ordered by Napoleon that no 
English ship could enter any harbour under control of 
France neither was any French ship allowed to trade with 
England. King Louis realized that this would ruin Holland 
completely and did very little to enforce the issue. In return 
Napoleon called his brother publicly 'The Dutch Smuggler' 
and positioned French custom officers along the coast to 
make sure his orders were carried out. When a ship loaded 
with gunpowder exploded in Leiden on Monday the 12th of 
January 1807, he hurried to the stricken city to give help. He 
did the same in 1809 when Zeeland and Gelderland were 
devastated by floodwaters. 

That same year the English bombarded Vlissingen and 
landed on the island of Walcheren. However by 24 
December 1809 they were already driven out by the Dutch 
under generals Daendels and Dumonceau, both under the 
supreme command of King Louis. 


Napoleon again interfered and 
relieved his younger brother, 
who he despised, of the overall 
military command and instead 
appointed Jean Babtiste Jules 
Bernadotte, Prince of Ponto- 
Corvo. He was not a real 
prince (being a common 
lawyer), but recently elevated 
by Napoleon to this title, as he 
proved to be very useful to the 
Emperor. This was the same 
person who later on became 
the King of Sweden and 
Norway under the name of Carl XIV John (1763-1844). 

Now on the 21st of November 1809 Napoleon ordered his 
brother King Louis to France, most probably to tell him that 
he had lost his job. On arrival in Paris he went to the palace 
of his mother and not to his estranged wife Queen Hortense. 
While Louis was in Paris, Napoleon incorporated the island 
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Walcheren into the French State on the 27th December 
1809. Gradually the whole of the Republic was occupied by 
French army units, which caused King Louis to abdicate on 
the 1st of July in 1810, and hand over to his young son 
Napoleon Louis, under the regency of his mother Queen 
Hortense. This did not suit the Emperor who then simply 
ordered his sister in law Hortense with her son back to Paris 
on the 13th of July 1810 and incorporated Holland into 
France, turning the Dutch into French citizens from then on. 
Already the next day, seventy two year old General Charles 
Francois Lebrun arrived in Amsterdam to become the 
provincial governor. He and his assistants divided the 
country in nine departments while all government 
documents were written in French. Also a national draft 
was promulgated and only one third of the national debt 
was paid, de rest just cancelled and not recognised 
anymore. Holland without his colonies and cut off from 
overseas trade, gradually impoverished. Many beautiful 
mansions along the Vecht and other places in Holland were 
demolished to make arable land available to put on crops 
and feed the people. 

Taxes increased dramatically, Holland’s whole population, 
being one million eight hundred thousand people had to pay 
thirty million guilders tax into the French run treasury. 
Amsterdam for example with a population of one hundred 
and ninety thousand people of which one quarter had no 
work, could not come up with their allotted share of the tax 
burden. With fifty thousand men as part of the French army 
and to be kept battle ready, the Dutch were being cleaned 
out financially. It is no wonder that when Napoleon and his 
wife the Empress Josephine de Beauharnais visited the new 
addition to his country in 1811, he was not welcomed 
enthusiastically and so he left quickly again. 

Tsar Alexander I of Russia now aligned his country with 
England, fearing the threatening might of France. Napoleon 
on his side reckoned he had to punish the Tsar for his 
betrayal and ordered his Grand Armee on the 24th of June 
1812 to attack Russia. More than half a million soldiers 
were marching, fifteen thousand of which were Dutch. On 
the 19th November he was in the outskirts of Moscow and

actually landed in an ambush, as the Russians fired the city 
on all sides, burning most of the place down. Without 
sufficient food in that harsh winter, and the difficulty to 
fight a harassing Russian army on its home ground, the 
once Grand Armee had to retreat after five weeks of 
suffering heavy losses. 

On his return in France in 1813, Napoleon immediately set 
out to form a new army, thereby drafting all available 


seventeen year old males as well. He also established a 
'Garde d'Honneur' in which young men from wealthy 
families were being drafted, actually they were hostages, as 
guarantee against a possible Dutch revolt. 

The new army now moved against Prussia in the spring of 
1813 and won a few battles near Luetzen and Bautzen. 
However Austrian's Emperor Franz I declared war of 
France as well, despite the fact that Napoleon's wife was his 
daughter. More battles follow and finally Napoleon's armies 
were soundly beaten, followed on the 11th of April 1814 by 
his total abdication as Emperor of France, and by being 
banned to Elba. 

Anxious French officials and their families who had settled 
in the Netherlands, after the amalgamation of the country 
with France, were now packing up and leaving. A number 
of prominent Dutch families were already busy together to 
draft a new constitution for the Netherlands. They were 
Gijsbert Karel van Hogendorp, Adam Frans Baron van der 
Duyn van Maasdam, Count Leopold van Limburg Stirum 
and others. Count Leopold managed to get the three 
hundred strong 'Nationale Garde' company at The Hague on 
the Orange side and so on the 17th November 1813 they 
encouraged all to wear an 'Oranje-Cocarde' to show 
their allegiance to Willem Frederik, the eldest son of 
Stadtholder Willem V, who's son, the future King Willem II 
was serving in the English army campaigning in Spain. 

Four days later van Hogendorp, Baron van der Duyn van 
Maasdam, invited by Count van Limburg Stirum, supported 
by the officers of the 300 strong 'Schutterij' in The Hague, 
appointed themselves the Executive Government of the 
Netherlands, to hand over to Willem Frederik, Prins of 
Orange, the future King Willem I, as soon as he would 
arrive from exile in England. 

That happened on the Tuesday 30 November 1813, when 
Willem Frederik sailed for Holland, escorted by two 
English warships and landed in Scheveningen that day. 
They were uncertain times for the Netherlands, as Russia, 
Prussia and Austria were still negotiating with the defeated 
French over the future of the country. Many cities, 
including Amsterdam, did not dare to openly declare 
themselves for Orange and independence from France for 

fear of retaliation. 
However a small army 
of five thousand 
Cossacks, loyal to the 
Dutch, were marching 
towards Breda and the 
fear of these rough and 
battle hardened soldiers 
hastened all those 
undecided to join the 
Orange banner for 
independence. Willem 
Frederik arrived in 
Amsterdam on the 2nd 
of December 1813 and 
was accepted as 
'Souverein Vorst' under 



the name of King Willem I.
